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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The preliminary amendment of October 22, 2003 is acknowledged. Claims 8-14 
have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
includes the limitation of a longitudinally extending bogey beam pivotally connected to 
the frame with a steering axle connected to the front and middle axle assembly with a 
transversely extending support beam pivotally connected to the rear of the bogey beam, 
and a pair of support links pivotally connected to the support beam and to extending 
rearwardly for pivotal connection relative to the rear drive axle and a pivot member 
interconnecting the central support bracket and the bogey beam to define a 
longitudinally extending oscillation axis. A combination of this limitation and the other 
recited features was not reasonably found in the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
